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HOPKINS ASSAILED 
IN SENATE DEBATE 


Pennsylvania, Say He Is

A newcomer, Senator Clyde M. 
Reed (Rep.), Kansas, led off the 
attack on Hopkins. Reed quoted 
at length from the report of the 
Senate Campaign Expenditures 
Committee. He paid tribute to the 
fairness of Senator Sheppard 
(Dem.), Texas, the chairman, and 


While Reed talked, at least six 
other Senators waited their turn 
to challenge the nomination. 
So many Senators have indicated 
a desire to talk on the nomination 
that it appeared doubtful whether 
the Senate would reach a vote to- 
day. It ig probable that the field 
day of oratory will continue tomor - 
row. 

Hopkins Accused. 
Most of the 96 Senators were in 
their seats and the galleries were 
crowded when Reed, making his 
maiden speech in the Senate, as- 
sailed what he called political activ- 
ity in the WPA. 
“I think we have reached the 
depths of political depravity when 
those cloaked with the power and 
authority may take from those who 
are on the borderline of destitution, 
pennies, dimes and dollars appro- 
priated by Congress out of the pub- 
lic treasury for the ef of misery 
and suffering,” he said. 
“I do not charge that Mr. Hop- 
kins ordered these things. I do not 
even charge that he was cognizant 
of all of these things. I do charge 
that these things could not have 
been done except with the general 
knowledge, and therefore general 
consent of Mr. Hopkins. 
“An atmosphere had been cre- 
ated throughout his administration 
of the WPA that emboldened Dem- 
ocratic party workers throughout 
the country to use their power for 
coercion of the men and women 
who relied upon WPA jobs for 
their daily bread. 

“Spend-Tax-Elect.” 
“I do not know whether or not 
well known newspaper writers were 
correct in quoting Mr. Hopkins as 
having said that, ‘we will spend and 
spend; tax and tax; elect.and elect.’ 
“It isn’t important in this con- 
nection whether Mr, Hopkins made 
this statement in those words. How- 
ever, the fact is that those words 
describe with reasonable accuracy 
the political philosophy which he 
had followed through his adminis- 
tration of the WPA. 
“There is no question in my mind 
that his selection for a cabinet of- 
ficer, following the election returns 
of last November, was to remove 
him from the line of fire that was 
certain to follow, I actively partici- 
pated in that campaign. I can speak 
of first-hand knowledge that the 
sense of fairness and decency held 
by the American people was out- 
raged by the political maladminis- 
tration of the WPA.”

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c HIT BY FURIOUS 
STORM REACHES PORT 


Vulcania Passenger Says at New 
York Six Persons Were 
Injured, Many Bruised. 


By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—Stories of 


hysteria among 360 passengers on 
the Italian liner Vulcania when it 
was hit by a furious storm which 
silenced its radio off the Azores on 
Tuesday, were told today when the 
ship reached port. 

J. M. McClelland, publisher of the 
Longview (Wash.) Daily News, said 
at least six passengers were injured 
and that many were bruised as the 
vessel wallowed in mountainous 
seas, 

“The waves crashed over the top 


of the ship, breaking windows on 
the top deck,” he said. 

“The storm struck at 12:30 
o'clock, just at the lunch hour, and 
all we could do was sprawl on the 
floor and try to hang on. The 
wind reached a velocity of 125 miles 
an hour. 

We never expected to live 
through it. There was general hys- 
teria. Women fainted and screamed, 
Everybody was praying.” 
McClelland said the radio an- 
tenna was torn away soon after 
the storm struck, 

“Ninety per cent of the pas- 
sengers were sick,” he said. “Some 
of the stewards tried to crawl 
along the floor to serve hot broth 
and food, but it was like climbing 
the face of a cliff going up and 
down, 

“The storm came up suddenly 
and found the ship totally unpre- 
pared. Furniture crashed and 
flew around, hitting people. I saw 
a man with a broken arm and a 
woman with a broken shoulder. 
Most of us got bruises, To make 
it worse, doctors simply couldn't 
reach those who had been hurt.” 
Italian line officials said the ship 
had met five days of bad weather, 
with continuous high head-winds, 
but declined to confirm passengers’ 
statements as to the number in- 
jured. Line officials said the peak 
wind velocity was 67 miles per 
hour. 

Capt. Nestore Martinoli, com- 
mander of the Vulcania, disputed 
passengers’ assertions that the wind 
reached 125 miles per hour. 
Among those injured were two 
third-class passengers. Rosalia 
Lentini, 85 years old, an immigrant, 
suffered a fractured right shoulder 
and interna] injuries, She was tak- 
en to Polyclinic Hospital. 

Sergt. Ralph Ruggieri, a mem- 
ber of the Fifth Field Artillery reg- 
imental band, stationed at Madison 
Barracks, N. T., suffered a three- 
inch out on the scalp and hip in- 
juries. Several members of the 
crew were slightly hurt. 

Ford Frick, president of the Na- 
tional Baseball League, returned on 
the liner with Mrs. Frick. He mini- 
mized the danger as recited by 
many other passengers,

STATE PAYS $1,390,862 
IN OLD-AGt. PENSIONS 


Sends Out 74,821 Checks 
Without Waiting for U. S. 


to Provide Its Share.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 19. — 
The belated checks in payment of 
State old-age pensions for the 
month of January were mailed to- 
day by the State Social Security 
Commission to the 74,821 persons 
on the pension rol] for this month, 
as a result of action of the Senate 
yesterday afternoon in approving a 
resolution pledging appropriation of 
pension funds and release of the 
necessary funds by State Auditor 
Forrest Smith. 
The 74,821 checks, for a total of 
$1,390,862, are being issued in ad- 
vance of release by the Federal 
Government of a grant of one-heit 
of the cost of the pension payments 
for January but in anticipation that 
such a grant would be made. 
Federal Social Security Board of- 
ficials have indicated they are not 
satisfied with the present old-age 
pension situation in Missouri, par- 
ticularly since Missouri courts re- 
cently held that the State Social 
Security Commission, in determin- 
ing the eligibility of applicants for 
old-age pensions, may not consider 
any voluntary assistance feceived 
by such applicants from relatives 
or other sources. 
Federal officials recently threat- 
ened withdrawal of approval of the 
Missouri pension system and with- 
holding of further Federal grants 
unless pension allowances were 
based on need, including considera- 
tion of voluntary assistance. 
The pension roll of 74,821 for Jan- 
uary represents an increase of 387 
pensioners over the December roll. 
The average ent for January 
was $18.59, conip i to an average 
of $18.48 for December. 
The Social Security Commission 
last week mailed out checks for aid 
to dependent children, to the 8420 
families on the roll, an increase of 
620 over December. The payments 
totaled $254,134, an increase of $17,- 
962 over last month. The families 
on the roll include 20,440 children.

OF VOTE RECOUNT 
LAW OF ST. LOU 


Provision Was Held In- 
valid by State Supreme 
Court in 1926. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 19.—Re- 
peal of a section of the St. Louis 
election laws authorizing the Board 
of Election Commissioners to make 
a recount of votes in its official 
canvass after an election, on the 
ground a similar section was de- 
clared unconstitutional by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court 13 years ago, 
is proposed in a revision bill intro- 
duced in the House today by Rep- 
resentative Maurice Schechter of 

St. Louis. 

The section was enacted original- 
ly in 1921 as part of the former elec- 
tion laws effective in St. Louis and 
Kansas City. It was declared in- 
valid by the Supreme Court in 1926, 


looked and the section was re-en- 
acted in virtually the same form in 
the new St. Louis permanent regis- 
tration law during the last session 
of the Legislature. 

The section covers the duties of 
the Board of Election Commission- 
ers in making its official canvass 
of returns within eight days after 
an election. It provides that if, 
before the board completes its can- 
vass, evidence is submitted which, 
in the opinion of three or more 


been fraud, misconduct or irregu- 
larities in the election, the board 
may order a recount, and that such 
recount will supersede the returns 
made by the precinct officials. 
Supreme Court Ruling. 
On Jan. 4, 1926, the Supreme 
Court, en banc, held the original 
section to be invalid in the case 
of State ex rel. Goldman vs. Hiller, 
which involved an election contest 
over membership on the City Coun- 
cil of Kansas City. 
The unanimous opinion held that 
the section was in conflict with a 
constitutional amendment adopted 
in 1924, which related to the circum- 
stances under which ballot boxes 
could be opened. The tourt declared 
that the constitutional amendment 
specifically limited the opening of 
ballot boxes to election . contests, 
grand jury investigations and the 
trial of civil and criminal cases in- 
volving election law violations, and 
that all other matters, therefore, 
were excluded. 
Despite the ruling, which has not 
been changed by later decisions of 
the court, the original section was 
not eliminated by the 1929 Revi- 
sion Commission, which was sup- 
posed to prepare bills to drop un- 
constitutional acts from the statues, 
and the section appears in the 1929 
revised statutes without notation 
that it had been declared uncon- 
stitutional. 


1939 Commission Silent on Section. 

The report of the 1939 Revision 
Commission, which has made a 
study of the statutes prior to the 
present session of the Legislatyre, 
contains no notation that the origi- 
nal section had been held invalid 
and makes no recommendation for 
any change. 

The fact that this section was re- 
enacted in the St. Louis permanent 
registration law after the court’s 
decision apparently gives no valid- 
ity to the section in the present law, 
as the court ruled that the subject 
matter of the section was in direct 
conflict with the amendment. 

The St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners, in its investigation 
of alleged discrepancies in the 
counting of ballots in the eighteenth 
precinct of the Twenty-first Ward 
in last November's general election, 
made a recount of the returns. 

Validity of Law Attacked. 

The constitutionality of the law 
under which the recount was made 
was attacked by counsel for two 
of the precinct election officials in 
connection with their application 
to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
prohibition to prevent production of 
the precinct ballot boxes before the 
grand jury. The validity of the 
issuance of a subpena by the Circuit 
Court for the ballot boxes was at- 
tacked also. 

The Supreme Court denied the 
application for the writ without 
writing an opinion or giving any 
indication as to its reasons for the 
ruling, which permitted the grand 
jury to proceed with its investiga- 
tion.

Some planters agreed to permit 
their former workers to return to 
their cotton-field shacks and the 
rest were taken to “Homeless 
Junction,” by State Highway 
patrolmen. 

Conran said the Sheriff had 
“guaranteed safety for the camp- 
ers only until Saturday night of 
this week.” He said 100 residents 
of nearby farms complained to 
county authorities “in a way that 
we knew they meant business.” 

“We pleaded with residents of 
the community to cause no trouble 
and pledged them that we would 
do everything possible to solve the 
unfortunate situation by the end of 
the week,” Conran said. 

“The Sheriff swore in several 
deputies to guard the camp, after 
being advised the Negro sharecrop- 
pers had virtually taken charge of 
a white school and had frightened 
the teacher and her pupils away.”

$1,000,000 SPENT 
TO DEVELOP IDEA 


Witness Says He and Oth- 
ers Have Received No Re- 


turns—Service to U. S. 
Homes Likely Soon. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—How a 
14-year-old high-school boy found 
the basis for modern television was 
related to the Monopoly Investigat- 
ing Committee today. 

The narrator was Philo T. Farns- 
worth of Philadelphia, who con- 
ceived and patented the first 
means of television broadcasting 
without use of moving parts. 

Now in his early thirties, Farns- 
worth, who said he had his idea 
“fairly well developed” when he was 
13, told the committee that televi- 
sion service would be available “to 
the American home before very 


long” and would be superior to that 
now provided in England and Ger- 
many. 

Farnsworth told how he obtained 
his first technical training at 12, 
when he was placed in charge of a 
farm lighting system in Idaho. 
Within a year, he said, the rough 
idea for “electronic” television had 
taken shape in his mind. 

How Invention Took Shape. 

In 1922, with only a “modest high- 
school library” and a static ma- 
chine in the high-school physics 
laboratory to work with, Farns- 
worth continued, his “day dream” 
first took shape as an actual inven- 
tion. 

A year later, the witness said, the 
Farnsworth family moved to Provo, 
Utah, where additional laboratory 
facilities:enabled the inventor to 
complete what has become the pres- 
ent system of television. 

In 1926 Farnsworth’s father died 
and he was faced with the neces- 
sity of supporting his widowed 
mother and a newly acquired bride. 

He found two California business 
men who “agreed to put up $8000 
to see if the invention was worth 
anything.” Within 18 months he 
had spent $60,000 advanced by other 
backers. 

Total development cost today, 
Farnsworth testified, hag been in 
excess of $1,000,000, and inventors 
have not yet received any returns. 

In 1927 Farnsworth was able to 
give his first successful demonstra- 
tion of transmitting an electronic 
image.

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would have much longer life and 
consume far less current. 

Frank B. Jewett, president of the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories, said 
the laboratories developed such a 
vacuum tube about 15 years ago 
but so far as he knew no manufac- 
turer had offered it for use. 

“It would not be to their com- 
mercial advantage to do it,” he re- 
marked. “I know that if I were 
in their place I wouldn't do it.” 
Richard C. Patterson, Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce and a mem- 
ber of the investigating committee, 
commented, “I can see how they 
would sell less tubes all right.” 
Several other members expressed 
surprise that the invention never 
had been made available for com- 
mercial use. 

Jewett testified that under a 
cross-licensing agreement Radio 
Corporation of America and Gen- 
eral Electric Corporation had the 
right to use the invention. The 
Bell system has used it in another 
form for long-distance telephone 
communications,

RESOLUTION  SHELVED 


Missouri House Reverses Ac- 
tion on Investigation—‘Or- 
derly Inquiry’ Later.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 19.— 
Acting with even greater speed than 
it did yesterday in voting an al- 
most unlimited investigation of the 


administration of all State social 
security activities in Missouri, the 
House reversed itself today, by re- 
considering adoption of the investi- 
gation resolution and referred it to 
the House Committee on Social 
Security, where it likely will die. 

The rapid switch, which squelched 
the plans of Representative W.

He Feund Unlisted 


Checks in Safety Box 
at Eureka Bank. 


Says 


Testimony for the Government 
in the mail fraud trial of James 
F. Mackey, former cashier and 
executive vice-president of the 
closed Bank of Eureka, St. Louis 
County, was expected to be com- 
pleted before a jury in United 
States District Judge Charles B. 
Davis’ court today. 

Since the trial began Monday, 
the Government has called 35 wit- 
nesses in an effort to show that 
Mackey honored checks of Harry 
E. Williams and B. A. McReynolds, 
gold mine stock promoters, for a 
total of $8215 although they to- 
gether had less than $80 on de- 
posit in the bank. Williams has 
pleaded guilty of mail fraud, and 
McReynolds is dead. 

William A. Borders, an examiner 
for the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, testified today that in 
his examination of the bank he 
found Mackey had a private safe 
deposit box there, which Mackey 
opened at the insistence of the ex- 
aminer. 

Finds 30 Checks, 

Among the contents, he contin- 

ued, were 30 checks on the Eureka 
bank, written by Williams, and two 
customers’ drafts on the bank, 
signed by Williams, all totaling 
about 31000. The checks had been 
written during the six-month period 
before the bank closed, in April, 
1937, and had gone through the 
bank, but there was no record of 
them in ledgers of Williams’ ac- 
count, the witness said. 
When questioned about the 
checks, Mackey offered no expla- 
nation, Borders testified. The cash- 
ier told him, however, that he had 
expected to become treasurer of 
the mining company Williams and 
McReynolds were promoting and 
that in another two weeks all ir- 
regularities would have been 
straightened out, Borders said. 

The results of his examination 
showed a shortage of $8000 to $10,- 
000 in the bank books, which was 
roughly the amount of sums ad- 
vanced to the promoters by Mack- 
ey, Borders testified on cros-exami- 
nation. 

Mackey’s counsel demanded that 
Borders bring into court the re- 
port of the examination. The wit- 
ness said the report had been 
turned over to the Department of 
Justice and added that, under the 
law, the report was not subject to 
subpena.

They ‘Increase Sectionalism,’ He

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19— Gov.

For years Pete Herman, bantam 
champion, battled with only one 
good eye, retaining his title and 
even knocking out so great an op- 
ponent as Jimmy Wilde, while 
afflicted. For some time this was 
a secret known only to his man- 
ager. 

Frequently, however, he fought 
some very peculiar battles which 
fans were at a loss to under- 
stand.

His 
defective sight probably explained 
his indifferent work.

How to Choke Fascism. 
Wo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

HE preservation of democratic ideals 
je the United States hinges entirely 
on two factors: Throwing the weight of 
our influence, as Mr. Roosevelt is trying 
to do, behind the remnants of democracy 
existent outside our borders, and has- 
tening the revamping of our own falter- 

economic structure, One can hard- 
ly “point with pride” to 12,000,000 or more 
unemployed as a symbol of democracy. 

A comparative few are attempting to 
scare the American people with a cry of 
wolf, stridently warning that “strong 
words must of necessity be backed up 
by armed might.” 

They, and other experts“ —such as 
Hearst correspondent, Von Wiegand 
(sounds like a Brownshirt) and Maj. 
Williams—talk ominously of the Napo- 
leonic might of Hitler and Mussolini. 
They overlook (entirely, however, that 
the mass of the German and Italian folk 
are far from war-minded; that, in truth, 
most of them right now are far more 
worried about tomorrow's meal than to- 
morrow’s conflict. 

Neither of these Fascist regimes can 
endure much longer, war or no war. 
Such diversions as Jew-baiting, drum- 
beating, mysticism, hero worship and 
ultra-nationalism contrive for a while, 
but continued impoverishment, medieval 
cruelty and degenerating culture even- 
tually result in revulsion. 

Therefore, the three great democracies, 
France, England and the United States, 
are obliged. to humanity as a whole to 
choke off international: gangsterism, 
masked as Fascism, They can do this 
neatly and quickly, simply by cutting off 
all financial aid.

Public service still demands public fidelity. The 
ancient right of remonstrance remains. An offi- 
cial witness of law violations, I have successively 
ap to the President and to Congress. One 
further dissent is in order—I am therefore re- 
turning my official commission to the Govern- 


ment. 

With these memorable words, Edward P. Costigan 
resigned from the United States Tariff Commission 
in 1928 in protest against its emasculation and 
manipulation in the Goolidge era, stepped out of 
public life and went back to Colorado, Once more 
he had taken his stand before the public on the side 
of right as his intelligence and conscience revealed 
it. Once more he had done the best thing he knew 
to do under the circumstances. 

But the lobbyists and self-servers who thronged 
Washington had not seen the last of their slight, un- 
assuming foeman. His devotion to the public did 
not go unrewarded. In 1930--two years before the 
political overturn which sent Franklin D. Roosevelt 
to the presidency—Colorado elected Edward Costigan 
to the United States Senate. Midway through the 
Hoover term, the battler against special privilege 
on the Tariff Commission reappeared in Congress to 
plead for a philosophy of humanitarianism and re- 
sponsibility for popular welfare in government. 

The news of Mr. Costigan’s death at the age of 
64 in Denver recalls a life that was devoted in its 
entirety to serving the public. His fight in the 
Tariff Commission was only one of a long series of 
battles against spoilsmen in politics. When he’ be- 
gan the practice of law in Colorado as a young man, 
he found that powerful corporations, all owned by 
persons who lived elsewhere, literally possessed the 
State. Local government and State government were 
what the controlled bi-partisan machines wanted them 
to be. Elections were bought and votes were sold, 
while workers lived in poverty and large dividends 
were sent Last. 

Realizing that an honest ballot was the foundation 

of decent government, the young lawyer disregarded 
possible effects on his practice and took the lead 
in cleaning up elections, He organized groups of 
citizens and they went into precincts where returns 
were regularly padded. If he endangered himself, 
he had no fear. A thug who asked Edward Costigan 
to step outside a polling place—for a beating—found 
himself looking into a pistol calmly held by the lead- 
er of the Honest Election League. 
The Jeffersonian principle of equal rights for all 
and special privileges for none was this man’s un- 
alterable standard, His refusal to agree to vote for 
a corporation candidate for Senator from Colo- 
rado before the days of popular election of Sena- 
tors cost him his seat in a controlled Legislature. 
His defense of miners indicted in murder trials grow- 
ing out of the infamous Ludlow massacre cost him 
the governorship. But every time he lost, he won 
in a larger way. His appointment to the Tariff Com- 
mission by President Wilson in 1917 enabled him to 
join F. W. Taussig of Harvard in proving how use- 
ful a government agency can be when operated aci- 
entifically and with resolve to serve the public. 

The party tie, maker of so many slaves in public 
life, did not hobble Edward Costigan. He was a 
Republican originally, led the Progressive move 
ment in Colorado and went to the Senate as a Dem- 
ocrat. It was the outlook in the parties that 
changed, not the solid political thinking of the man

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MRS. ROOSEVELT URGES 


WORK FOR DEMOCRACY 


Tells Club Women Otherwise 
They May Go Under Other 
Form of Government. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. — Mrs, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt told women 
club leaders last night they might 
find themselves under some other 
form of government if they did not 
work for democracy. 

Addressing the midwinter board 


meeting of the General Federation 


of Women's Clubs, she said club 


T. Alvis, Mrs. E. H. Meisenbach, women had more responsibility than 


individual citizens in preserving de- 
mocracy, because they had more 
power and could reach more peo- 


“I wonder whether we're ready 


now to awaken all the people about 


us to shoulder full responsibility,” 


-|she said. “Nothing worth while can 


be preserved without good, hard 
work. We're not being asked to die 
for it, but live for it, and we may 
have to sacrifice almost as much 
as we did during the war.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt said she had heard 
that the migratory youth movement 
was growing. 

“The Government apparently is 
not going to be able to do any more 
about it,” she sajd. “Every one of 
you is going to have to see that 
something happens in the way of 
planning for youth in your com- 
munity. 

“I'm not so anxious to see all this 
on the shoulders of government. It’s 
more valuable when you have the 
personal touch. But so often indi- 
viduals won't do it.” 

Mrs. F. H. Clausen of Horicon, 
Wis., urged clubwomen to study 
Communism and Fascism along 
with democracy in order to wake 
the country up to the benefits of 
American citizenship. 

She asked clubwomen to continue 
their interest in immigrants by at- 
tending naturalization ceremonies, 
but pointed out that it was time to 
recognize native young persons as 
they became of age. 

Dr. John M. Cassels, director of 

the Institute for Consumer Educa- 
tion at Stephens College, Columbia, 
Mo., urged women leaders to do 
“more conscious thinking” about 
consumer relationships and exer- 
cise “more conscious social contro! 
in economic affairs. 
Nearly 150 women attending the 
club session boarded chartered 
busses after the afternoon program 
and drove through the snow to the 
White House, where Mrs. Franklin 
Roosevelt shook hands with each 
one.

Contribution to Foods 


Yellow and White Meal That We Know To- 
day One of Major Staples in Pioneer 


Household. 


An old adage that “romance 
comes wrapped on commonplace 
packages,” seems made for Ameri- 
ca’s own cereal, common field 
corn. 

Romance touches on the tradi- 
tion of the planting of the first 
maize by forerunners of the Az- 
tecs; it figures prominently & the 
story of the saving of our colonial 
ancestors from starvation. And in 
modern times the “romance of in- 
dustry” offers such commonplace 
wonders as the transformation of 
white cornstarch into crystal clear 
syrup. 

Even the most everyday foods 
acquire a sentimental interest as 
they grow up with a people through 
primitive or pioneer times, So it 
has been with dishes made of corn 
meal, grits or hominy in America, 
from the tortillas of Mexico to 
the “stamp and go” corn-fish cakes 
of Jamaica; and from the simple 
“hasty pudding” of the New En- 
gland states to the spoon bread 
of the South. 

“Corn meal” itself is a term of 
many meanings, for there are corn 
meals and corn meals. So, to be- 
come an artist in her specialty, a 
homemaker must know her milled 
cereals, for corn meals differ great- 
ly in appearance, in flavor, keep- 
ing quality, and in food value. 

Most obvious is the difference in 
color. To some, only a rich golden 
yellow gives a full sense of satis- 
faction, while others show a de- 
cided preference for a white color 
in corn meals. In food value, yel- 
low meal is a very good source of 
vitamin A, frequently associated 
with the yellow color in foods. The 
white meal is lacking in this vi- 
tamin. 


Methods of Grinding. 
Ot greater significance are the 
differences due to the method of 
grinding. For the milling process 
determines whether most of the 
original food value of the corn will 
remain in the meal, or whether 
certain choice bits of the kernel, 
specifically most of the germ and 
the outer coat, will be largely sifted 


| Out—to be used in other products. 


On the one hand, is the entire- 
grain corn meal, called “old-proc- 
ess“, “water ground”, or “stone 
ground,” which retains nearly 
all the food value of the original 
kernel. The richer flavor of this 
meal is due to the oil of the germ; 
its superior food value, to the vi- 
tamins and minerals, especially the 
vitamin B and iron, concentrated 
in the germ portion and the outer 
layers of the kernel. Some “water 
ground” meals are now bolted and 
and more of the sperm and bran 
are lost. Entire-grain meal spoils 
quickly, for the oil of the germ be- 
comes rancid in a short time if left 
open in a warm place, For best re- 
sults, store tightly covered in a 
cool place and use within a month 
or six weeks. 

On the other hand, “new process” 
or refined corn meal, with most of 
the precious yet trouble-making 
germ sifted out, loses some of its 
vitamins and most of its minerals, 
though it retains the high energy 
value of the origina] kernel. Corn 
meal of this type keeps indefinite- 
ly. 
Cooks, and compilers of cook- 
books, rather than the dietitians, 
are concerned with the third major 
difference in corn meals, the differ- 
ence in fineness or coarseness of 
grinding. Meals with coarse par- 
ticles sometimes weigh a good third 
more than those finely ground. So, 
consider both the grind of your 
meal and the intention of your 
recipe when making corn bread, 
muffins, or any other “light” prep- 
aration. If you hawe reason to be- 
lieve your recipe is written for fine 
corn meal, and the kind you have 
on hand is coarsely ground, use 
scanty measurements, say three- 
fourths cup of coarse meal for ev- 
ery cupful called for in the recipe. 
Or weigh, rather than measure your 
corn meal. 

Finely Ground Meals. 

Aside from reasons of weight, 
finely ground meals are preferred 
for some corn meal dishes; coarse- 
ly ground meals, for others. Fine 
meals are the best choice for prep- 
arations to be shaped or molded 
with the hands, as corn pones or 
chicken tamales, for coarse meals 
have an annoying way of crum- 
bling. Only finely ground meal is 
suitable for “custard corn bread”. 
But coarsely ground meal gives a 
better consistency for the old fa- 
vorite Indian pudding. 

“To scald, or not to scald” is an- 
other question to be settled by cook 
and cookbook. Bureau of Home 
Economics specialists say, scald if 
you want the “binding” properties 
and consistency necessary for mold- 
ing or shaping into cakes. Scald, 
also, if you are using coarsé meal 
for quickly cooked batters as grid- 
dle cakes and waffles. 

And when it comes to cornbread, 
the motto “all things to all men” 
seems applicable. Traditionally the 
Southern corn “pone” is the sim- 
plest of all cornbreads, and “Johnny 
cake” is its Northern cousin, In 
practice, the name is proof of noth- 
ing, and many of the ingredients of 
cornbread—aside from cornmeal, of 
course — can hardly be foretold, 
Fancy also dictates the cooking 
method and some cornbreads are 
even baked on top of the stove in 
griddle cake fashion. 

Cornbread may or may not in- 
clude wheat flour, eggs, leavening 
agent, sugar and shortening. It 
may be softened with mashed sweet 


potato or sieved pumpkin; enriched | 


with cracklings (crisp bits left aft- 
er rendering lard), or with diced, 
fried bacon; sweetened with white 
or brown sugar, or molasses; 
pepped up with spices, or perhaps 
chopped raw apple, grated pineap- 
ple or some other fruit may be used 
to add new interest. 


Plain Cornbread. 


To the real lover of cornbread, 


the plainer, the better. It is made 
very simply from cornmeal, liquid, 
salt, fat and some leavening agent. 
Proportions are not rigid, and many 
families have their own favorite 
recipes. But if the recipe is from 
the old South, it has no sugar nor 
molasses. 

If sour milk is used, the leaven- 
ing agent is soda, a scant one-half 
level teaspoonful for each cup of 
sour milk or buttermilk. If sweet 
milk is the liquid, or dried milk and 
water are substituted, add a level 
teaspoonful of baking powder for 
each cup of meal and one-half tea- 
spoon of salt and one tablespoon of 
fat will be about right. 

The amount of liquid depends 
partly on the meal and partly on 
the way the batter is to be cooked, 
whether it will be molded into pones 
or cakes, baked in a pan in the 
oven, or poured onto the griddle 
iron. For griddle cakes, or baking 
in a pan, equal quantities of meal 
and milk usually work best. For 
baking in the oven, spread out thin, 
so there will be plenty of that de- 
lightful, crunchy crust—some with 
every bite. And for pones, about 
one-third of a cup of liquid for each 
cup of meal will be required to give 
them consistency for molding un- 
less the liquid is added hot. Make 
allowances for the grinding, as well 
as for the dryness of the meal, in 
determining the amount of liquid 
and whether or not to pre-cook, 

Hominy Popular. 

“Ready to serve” 
quires a new popularity if you give 
it an extra hour of cooking in a 
double boiler. Add a little salt, and 
enrich by allowing the cereal] to ab- 
sorb half its quantity of milk. Bet- 
ter still, double the milk solids by 
using dry skim milk. Use one-half 
cup of powdered milk to ecah cup 
of water. Corn meal mush, as other 
dry cereals, will offer more food 
value if enriched in a similar man- 
ner by adding milk powder to the 
dry cereal before cooking. Good pro- 
portions are half as much, or equal 
quantities, of dry skim milk and 
cereal, 


Baked Hare. 


Joint two tame rabbits, sprinkle 
them with salt and pepper and 
dredge with flour. Dip each piece 
in egg and cruds and place in a 
buttered roasting pan. Bake for 
35 or 40 minutes in a hot oven, 
basting frequently with one cup of 
broth mixed with four tablespoons 
of melted butter. Remove rabbit 
to a hot platter, garnish with curls 
of crisp bacon and serve with a 
cream sauce seasoned with finely 
minced parsley.

To facilitate carving, the back- 
bone should be separated from the 
ribs. Then the roast is easily carved 
by slicing dowfi between the ribs. 

Roast loin of pork is a good selec- 
tion for any special occasion, as well 
as for the family dinner. It is a 
very fine looking roast, and may be 
garnished in a variety of attractive 
ways.

POST-HOLIDAY APPETITE 
HELPED BY THIS DISH 


After. the whirl of holidays we 
usually watch our budgets and our 
appetites. For the post-holiday 
slump, try something like this: 


One dozen oysters. 
One pound sausage meat. 


Three flour. 

One cup milk, 

One and one-fourth cups soft 
bread crumbs. 

One egg. } 

Two tablespoons milk. 

Dry bread crumbs. 

Chop the oysters and cook in 
their iiquid for about two to three 
minutes. Drain and reserve the 
liquid. Fry the sausage, stirring 
frequently until browned. Drain 
off excess fat. Add the flour to the 
sausage and mix well. Add the one 
cup of milk and one-fourth cup of 
the oyster liquid gradually and 
cook, stirring constantly until 
thickened. Add the oysters and 
soft bread crumbs and if desired 
salt and pepper. Mix well and al- 
low to cool. Shape in croquettes 
and lip in the slightly beaten egg 
mixed with the two tablespoons of 
milk. Roll in crumbs and fry in 
deep hot fat (375 degrees) until 
golden brown. Drain on unglazed 
paper. If desired garnish with 
lemon and parsley. Serve with 
chili cream sauce, Make sauce 
as follows: 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One and one-fourth cups milk. 

One-fourth cup chili sauce, 

Salt and pepper. 

Melt the butter in a double boiler, 
add the flour and mix well. Add 
the milk gradually and cook, stir-

Note: Place corn stick pans in 
oven, before mixing batter, leaving 
long enough to become smoking 
hot. Put enough fat in each sec- 
tion to cover bottom so the fat will 
bubble up a little around edge 
when batter is poured in.

Corn Cake Sausage Towers.

ROBABLY when you were a 

child, you were taught “blue for 

a blond and pink for a brunet.” 
You thought redheads were just out 
of luck. But gradually it dawned 
on you there was more to it than 
that. 


What if you're nothing but the 
average American brown? Then we 
say tint your hair. Don't dye it, 
Don't try to be a blond or a red- 
head or a raven-haired beauty un- 
less you're going on the stage. 

But have rinses with your sham- 
poo to give your hair chestnut or 
mahogany glints. This will make 
it easier to find becoming colors, 
But stick to subtle effects. And re- 
member : vivid colors are for 
vivid types. Less definite types 
should wear softer shades or they 
will look washed out. 

Ik this disappoints you, stop and 
think—you can wear many more 
colors than a more striking type, 
so you will wear better as it were. 
You need never become monotonous, 


We told you about the effect of 
various colors on the figure. When 
ever these rules conflict with 
those we set forth for flatter- 
ing your complexion, have your 
costume in a color that is good for 
your figure and wear touches of 


near the face; at the neck of a 
dress or coat, at the face-line of a 
hat, and in necklaces end earrings 
and clips. 

Now to draw up definite rules for 
suiting your colors to your cloth- 
ing. No wonder women are bewil- 
dered. One cosmetic house shrieks, 
“Match your skin,” another “Make 
up to your eyes,” another types you 
by your hair. And a fourth prom- 
ises you can wear any color with 
proper makeup. 

Who is right? Everybody, even 
the last, for the beauty people can 
do wonders to broaden your reper- 
toire of becoming colors. 

The following charts, however, 
will deal only with colors that are 
naturally becoming. Then where to 
begin? The whole matter is simpli- 
fied, of course, by the fact that your 
skin, eyes and hair do bear some re- 
lation to each other, 

When a woman’s hair turns gray, 
her skin turns with it. Even her 
eyes usually change somewhat, So 
suiting everything is not quite as 
hard as it may seem. A sensible 
suggestion is to play up to your 
most striking feature. If your hair 
is a wonderful shade of red or gold 
or black, play up to that. If your 
eyes are the most noticeable thing 
about you, play up to them. And 
if you are eo perfectly balanced that 
no one feature dominates the oth- 
ers, take your cue from your skin. 

So let’s begin with the skin and 
see what we have} There are three 
main types: white, yellowish and 
rose-tinted. 

Don't mistake that last for a skin 
with high color. Because an olive 
skin may have color, yet its basic 
skin tone is yellow. Incidentally, 
the shade of natural color in the 
cheeks is influenced by the skin 
tones. Rose sking will have cool 
color, that is rose shades. Yellow 
skins will have warmer color, such 
as peach or scarlet. 

That’s why you have to match 
your rouge so carefully to your skin 


color and rouge later. Right now, 
we're talking about basic skin 
tones, And we would differentiate 
the three groups still further. There 
are the milk-white skins that go 
with some shades of red hair. And 
there are also pearly skins, that 
complement blue-black hair and 
black eyes—whnat we think of as 
the Castilian type. 

There are creamy or golden blond 
skins, the kinds that go with ash 
blond hair and golden hair, re- 
spectively. And there are warm 
olive skins that go with brown hair 
and eyes. There are delicate shell- 
pink or wild-rose skins that you see 
with red hair and brown eyes, or 
with fair hair and blue eyes. And 
there are swarthy brunet skins. 

Now the trick is to wear colors 
that include the dominant skin 
tone or else present a striking con- 
trast. 

Colors 
tones: 

White Skins: 
color or black, 

Pearly Skins: Dusty pink, hea- 
ther, rose beige, dubonnet or for 
a flattering contrast, black. 

Swarthy Skins: Terra cotta, 
orange, scarlet, tobacco brown and 
for contrast, cerise. 

Olive Skins: Scarlet, flame, 
emerald, beaver brown or for con- 
trast Madonna blue. 

Creamy Skins: Canary yellow, 
chartreuse, green, golden brown or 
for the exact opposite, violet 
shades.* 

Rose Skins: Rose, violet, peach, 
American beauty and for contrast 
greens.* 

(*Only when there is natural 
color, or when rouge is worn. If 
you aren’t sure of your skin tone, 
consult a good cosmetic house.) 

In choosing colors for the com- 
plexion, there’s still another thing 
to member. Everyone knows better 
than to brave the seasick shadows 
cast by a green parasol, But few 
persons realize that many colors

Has our praise been 
too much for them, or is heroism

There is one man, at least, who 


must have done a good deal of won- 
dering about this question, and he 
is Lieut. Vincent J. Doyle of the 
Bayonne (N. J.) police department. 
One day a few weeks ago Lieut. 
Doyle, who is in charge of the po- 
lice radio of Bayonne, found a pack- 
age waiting for him at headquar- 
ters. It contained a metal cylin- 
der with an electric wire attached 
to it, and was accompanied by an 
unsigned note. The note said that 
the device was a heater for a fish 
tank, and asked him to try it out 


The lieutenant thought at first 
that someone might be playing a 
joke on him, since nobody seemed 
to know where the contraption 
came from, but he decided finally 
to take a chance and do as the 
note requested. He went into the 
radio room and connected the sup- 
posed heating device with a wall 
plug. There was an immediate ex- 
plosion, in which the lieutenant’s 
leg was broken and three of his 
fingers were blown off. 

Who could have been guilty of 
this cowardly and brutal trick? 

The trail of investigation wa- 
vered, and then led straight to 
Patrolman George W. Rogers, the 
lieutenant’s technical assistant. 
Rogers was arrested, tried before 
Judge Thomas H. Brown in the 
Jersey City Court of Special Ses- 
sions, and after a bitterly contested 
struggle, was found guilty of at- 
tempted murder. The attorney for 
the prosecution brought out the 
fact that although the prisoner 
had lived in Bayonne 21 years, he 
had not been able to bring in one 
“character witness” to testify for 
him. 

Yet only a few years before, this 
same Rogers had been Bayonne’s 


favorite and best known hero. The 
city had voted him a special medal, 
and appointed him to the police 
force as a tribute to the act of 
valor the medal commemorated. 
For this was the man who, as chief 
radio operator of the S. S. “Morro 
Castle,” had shown courage and 
devotion to his duty which made 
the one bright spot in an other- 
wise discreditable as well as tragic 
picture.

UESTION 43 of the recent ex- 
amination proved that panic, 
rather than reason, dictates a 
great deal of the bidding that is 
found in the average circle. This 
question was:

You are South and hold:

What call do you make: 

Of the 20,140 examinees who sent 
me their answers for rating, only 
4813 perceived the real possibilities 
of the situation and passed. Three 
thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
eight overcalled with one no trump; 
8054 doubled for a take-out; 627 bid 
two no trump; 1804 bid one spade; 
954 bid two spades, As will be seen, 
only about 23 per cent felt that 
— would lead to the best re- 


The very situation that caused 
most players to bid was the one 
which should have caused them to 
pass. East could not go game with 
his 40 part-score on a mere one 
heart contract, hence there was no 
immediate necessity for South to 
defend. South should realize that 
West would be terribly tempted to 
keep the bidding open with a very 
bad hand in an effort to cash in on 
the 40 part-score. If he succumbed 
to temptation a very interesting sit- 


uation would develop; that is, South 


would have a beautiful penalty dou- 
ble of a two heart or two spads 
contract, or of the needed three bid 
in the minor suits. A trap such as 
this is virtually made to order by 
the situation itself, and failure to 
take advantage of it is indisputab 
evidence of short-sightedness. 
Today’s Hand. 

When both dummy and declarer’s 
hand are well supplied with entries 
there is little (or nothing) that the 
defenders can do to protect them- 
selves against finesses. If their 
kings and queens lie in a vulner- 
able position, and declarer guesses 
right, they are helpless. But at least 
they can fight against the creation 
of entries for finessing purposes.

East knew 
that declarer must have started 
with three clubs, else West would 
have had four and would have led 
his fourth highest. Hence, to make 
sure that dummy’s club queen 
would not become an entry, East 
put in the ten spot, permitting 
the jack to win. 

Declarer now could have fulfilled 


his eight trick contract by overtak- 


ing the diamond king and finessing 
against the spade jack, but, of 
course, Was not sure that the spade 
finesse would work, hence tried an- 
other plan: After cashing the dia- 
mond king he led a low heart 
toward dummy. West ducked and 
East won with the queen. A heart 
was promptly returned. Declarer 
suddenly realized that his ambi- 
tions in the heart’suit were not 
working out properly and, changing 
his plan, went up with the heart 
ace. He then exited with a heart. 
West won.and led his last club, 
East finally taking his ace. Now 
a diamond was played and, of 
course, dummys ace would have 
become an entry except for one im- 
portant fact—declarer was down to 
trumps and had to ruff! There now 
was no way to trap the spade jack 
by a finesse, hence that lowly card 
had to be conceded to the defenders 
and the contract was down one.
